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here we are at what used to be called jenkins heights once more now capitol hill that's the capitol building as 
you can see all the seats are packed and this is the red carpet central entrance behind it the bronze doors 
through which the president will come you can see just on the left of senator george reedy the president's uh 
press adviser and press secretary and a moment ago we saw rufus youngblood the secret service agent who 
saved who possibly saved president johnson's life in the disaster in dallas in november who carries the text 
of the president's inaugural address which as we've told you maybe one of the shortest ones here's lady bird 
johnson and and a relative simply can't find out we're looking very young indeed and i'm sure enjoying every 
moment of this we come back now to the vips and uh still more descending down to the places where they 
will sit for the inauguration address and the oath taking the swearing in there is a cheer from the crowd as 
mrs johnson appears this is just a soft-spoken a deceptively soft-spoken lady who is very charming but a 
very strong figure and who's whose investments enabled her husband to devote his full time to to uh politics 
howard mrs johnson is wearing a striking red coat with black trimmings a very dashing figure indeed 
reminding one in some respects of the mean of jacqueline kennedy in 1961. shaking hands now mrs johnson 
with members of her family and other dignitaries there is chief justice warren he's just passing him there is 
mrs 





he's just passing him there is mrs warren and immediately in front of the first lady now but that by magic 
materializes mrs hubert humphrey that would be on your left on lady bird johnson's right chief justice to the 
right of the screen paul dignified former governor of california appointed chief justice by president dwight 
eisenhower there is what looks very seriously like lucy baines johnson i may be wrong 16 years of age she's 
a senior in a high school here in washington and she took her exams early because howard somebody said 
that she would be frantic if she took them this inaugural week here comes the vice president-elect hubert 
humphrey followed by speaker mccormick of the house who will swear him in ed we might point out that if 
something happened to president johnson one minute before 12 mr mccormick on the left would become 
president if something happened one minute after 12 mr humphrey on the right would become president now 
the marine band is striking up the martial airs as the vice president-elect descends to his place on the 
podium looking composed this is certainly the highlight of the life of a former pharmacist from south dakota 
and ex-mayor of minneapolis tried mightily to win the democratic nomination for president in 1960 and bowed 
to john f kennedy and then became kennedy one of kennedy's chief lieutenants on capitol hill and in turn a 
vital confidant in the senate of president johnson ed morgan pointed out in the democratic convention that 
hubert humphrey was an abc man who made it hubert humphrey was one of our commentators for that 
convention but we had to lose him because he became nominated for vice president of the united states on 
the democratic ticket 
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democratic ticket technically he's been a man there he is again now he's been a man without a job since 
about the second of january when he resigned his senate post to give seniority to the former attorney general 
of minnesota senator now senator mondale and he doesn't take his new job at a 43 000 a year salary until 
noon today but when i asked him about his joblessness the other day he said look anybody that works for 
lyndon johnson is not without work the humphreys have moved to the mayflower hotel for the duration of 
these festivities they live in a rather small house in chevy chase outside the district mrs humphrey wants to 
stay there but president johnson wants them to move in a big house so they can take care of some of the 
public and official entertaining indeed there's been a sort of a game of what might be called musical houses 
howard the president wants the vice president to have an official dwelling that would have to involve action of 
the congress but apart from the dwelling which hasn't been settled vice president elect humphrey hoped he 
would have the layout the suite of rooms in the capitol comparable to that of his predecessor vice president 
johnson and here in this new 22 million dollar east wing there had been some suites of rooms laid out for him 
but lo and behold when the vice president-elect went to claim them he found three other senators including 
senator john mcclellan of arkansas that already staked the claim and in all deckerousness and the 
indeference to the protocol of the most exclusive club in the world the 100-member senate he did not 
challenge uh senator mcclellan's claim on those sweeps yet i'm not sure he could you know i think this that 
emphasizes that this is the congress's affair here the president can suggest uh things to be included in the in 
the program but this is congress's invitation to the president to come here in fact these outdoor things began 
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in fact these outdoor things began because congress once refused to let a president james monroe used an 
inside room to be sworn in so they began moving out here and we're the only nation that has outdoor 
inaugurations or coronation well it's packed now as you can see and uh hubert humphrey is there for 
perhaps the greatest moment in his life it's almost hard to recall from his present eminence that he was a 
firebrand when he began uh he he forced a strong civil rights plank into the platform of the democratic party 
in 1948 and his new eminence does that mean he's turned right i doubt it i think if you read that platform you 
will find it much much tamer than the civil rights bill hubert humphrey helped put through congress in the last 
session which helped to make him the vice presidential nominee and the vice president the weather here at 
the capitol today on jenkins hill uh which used to be a cow pasture about 150 years ago is as nearly perfect 
as this correspondent has seen it in covering inauguration since uh president eisenhower's first in january 
1953. you might almost call this eisenhower weather it is not exactly clear there are scuds of thin cotton 
clouds in the sky on both sides of the capitol dome as we look out of our window but the temperature is 
crawling up inevitably toward the 40s almost a march-like day except for the spanking breeze from the 
southeast and the threat of snow which blanketed this capital just exactly a year ago in blizzard-like 
proportions almost up to eight inches is nowhere in sight and the president can take this perhaps certainly 
some of the uh writers will take it as an omen there is lucy baines again and uh mrs johnson now talking uh 
to the vice president-elect and there is mrs hubert humphrey muriel humphrey one has noted in mrs 
humphrey a a great 
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one has noted in mrs humphrey a a great enjoyment in these last few weeks the life of a politician like that 
like the life of a the wife of a politician leads a life not unlike that of a policeman it is not a happy one but this 
great crunch of the 1964 campaign over mrs humphrey looks as if she is enjoying every minute of it even 
though her cares and responsibilities in a very real sense will be enhanced now an interesting scene there 
the younger daughter of the president and mrs johnson on the left that's a rather lovely soft pinkish velvet hat 
that mrs earl warren has contrived chief justice warren was a bipartisan governor of california and today we 
have the nearest thing to a bipartisan president we've had since the era of good feelings and james monroe 
no other president has acquired so many votes from the opposing party as president johnson has rather in a 
similar way to the governor earl warren in his days as governor of california here comes the president now 
the president with john mccormick behind him and b every jordan the senator the junior senator though he is 
68 years old the junior senator from north carolina who is the chairman of this whole function and whose 


assistant will hold the bible and be the very center of this tableau when the president is sworn in there's the 
president he's smiling a little now rather different from his original appearance when he came out of the white 
house and looked extremely serious hail to the chief [Music] and the 45th inaugural ceremony 
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and the 45th inaugural ceremony of the republic of the united states of america is about officially to begin the 
president is wearing not mourning clothes but by his choice a business suit the first time a president has so 
chosen since franklin d roosevelt in the middle of the war and chose to be inaugurated at the white house the 
president has taken his seat secretary of state dean rusk immediately to his right and behind him and almost 
in the middle of your screen now this inaugural address is the one statement by a president that he aims at 
history with on purpose a lot of his others make history without being planned that way but this is the one he 
seeks to stake his claim to a place in history to outline what he aims to do what he can do and to appeal to 
the people of the united states to to to follow him in that course president johnson will make a speech which 
is about 1500 words long the average length of speeches inauguration addresses is about 2 000 words that's 
two columns of newsprint however one president made one five times as long president distinguished guests 
and fellow citizens this is senator tradition of our form of government we are here today to inaugurate the 
36th president of the united states it is a great honor for me as chairman of the committee on arrangement 
for this event to begin our program by presenting the united states marine band under the direction of 
lieutenant colonel alfred shopper who will now play a song we all love stars [Music] 





[Music] the airman is directing him to a seat see him [Music] so [Music] this is the united states marine band 
playing now previous to the beginning of the program the senator jordan who introduced this band is the 
chairman of the joint congressional inauguration committee and presumably will preside over proceedings 
which i think senator john sparkman did last time four years ago that's correct our things have been going so 
much like clockwork so far that a couple of the vips found themselves late comers after the president which 
is considered somewhat a breach of etiquette so far everything has been going without a hitch you might 
even say in deference to the texas flavor without a half hitch the republicans are not represented today in 
their loftiest status which is not particularly unsurprising senator goldwater the defeated candidate now ex- 
senator goldwater of arizona is not here he's flying to new york on unspecified business richard nixon the 
defeated candidate in 1960 is in new york and is flying today to minneapolis on business general eisenhower 
the only living republican ex-president is in palm desert california and may or may not play golf depending on 
the weather herbert hoover 
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on the weather herbert hoover who had been alive four years ago flew up to the ceremony from miami to 
attend uh the ceremony for john f kennedy but was forced to return to florida by bad weather there is the 
profile of huber humphrey which will become more and more familiar to the american public and the world at 
large as these next four years of the so-called great society unfold beyond him the female profile of course is 
that of the first lady of the united states senator jordan again will the audience now rise as the most reverend 
robin e lacy pronounced the implication almighty and eternal god we ask a blessing upon all who are 
gathered here today to honor the chief executive and the vice president of our nation we thank thee for 
peace and prosperity we are grateful for fertile soil abundant harvest and the fruits of the earth by which we 
live but we remember that man does not live by bread alone and so we are grateful to for the spiritual 
heritage of our nation a sense of justice to all mankind a spirit of charity to the lowly and the oppressed and i 
divine providence so heavenly father the moral leadership of the world has been entrusted to us the fate of 
humanity is in our hands the nations look to us for survival western civilization stands or falls with america in 
these days of tragedy and crisis all that we hold dear is challenge belief in god respect for human 
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belief in god respect for human personality honor integrity the very freedom of the human spirit all these are 
at stake and our country champion of truth and justice must lead the nations of the world to the dawn of a 
brighter hope we pray that almighty god may grant to the leader of our country wisdom and understanding 
strength and courage in these days of stress and strife in the hour of faithful decision may god make clear to 
our president the path of honor and of peace the path of freedom and justice the path of brotherhood and 
truth that truth that makes men free amen archbishop lucy born in los angeles is 73 years of age and as 
hardy 73 he is he has been a friend of lyndon johnson for four years the president was struck by his work in 
behalf of migrant farm workers and low-paid highway laborers he is now the archbishop of san antonio we 
are now being favored with another number from the united states marine band we have three uh texas 
clerics here today who will say prayers and one the the fourth is the [Music] archbishop the greek orthodox 
prelate who was born in turkey we viewed the only one howard who participated among the clerics or the for 
the uh inauguration of john f kennedy there are huge masses as you can see out there the crowd's 
tremendous and the crowds have always 
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crowds have always been large for these it was not until president harding in 1921 that they had a public 
address system up to that time presidents had to reach those huge crowds which have not gotten larger by 
lung power today they have a very excellent public address system and every word will be heard not only 
here but incidentally this is the first inauguration parts of which will be carried by telstar so people in other 
parts of the world will hear and see this at approximately the same time as we do the inauguration of calvin 
coolidge was the first to be broadcast by radio that is to say his inauguration after election he was needless 
to say on the death of warren harding sworn in at his father's home in new england in the middle of the night 
but on his public inauguration in 1925. the world technically at least has come a long way since then and who 
knows what other gadgets will be invented in the four-year space between now and 1969 when another 
president will be inaugurated here probably some people say lyndon baines johnson himself but no one can 
tell other people thought that it would be john f kennedy as they were projecting forward from four years 
hence of 1961. there is linda bird johnson the older of the two johnson daughters who was growing up to be 
a hostess in her own right mixture of seriousness and gladness no doubt in that young lady's mind she's 
nodding her head in time to the rhythm of the band [Music] mrs humphrey in a way it's fortunate that so far 
nobody has invented an x-ray gadget to measure the emotions of these people 
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measure the emotions of these people they are private even though they are public figures in some respects 
lady bird johnson is a combination of jacqueline kennedy dolly madison best truman a completely distinctive 
person in her own right jolly vivacious a businesswoman who has handled the johnson television properties 
in texas profitably before her husband became vice president and then president an untiring politician's wife 
who has to attend innumerable receptions as she did on monday afternoon with mrs humphrey for some 
choosing for some several thousand diplomats excuse me hardcore it would take a very sharp eye to see it 
but just above that uh banister there is plate glass armor plate glass which would deflect bullets just a short 
quantity of it uh not as much as before the presidential reviewing stand here comes senator jordan again we 
will now have the pleasure of hearing the special arrangement of america the beautiful by miss leontyne 
price accompanied by the united states marine band i said mistakenly that miss price was going to sing the 
star-spangled banner and senator jordan has corrected it [Music] size for amber ways of grain for purple 
mountain's [Music] majesty [Music] 
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is [Music] see oh beautiful [Music] is [Music] oh [Music] from miss leontyne price by the way is a native of 
laurel in the state of mississippi now there is the grave of john f kennedy with the eternal torch in arlington 
cemetery for now lead us in prayer what memories painful mixed with triumph must be going through the 


minds of the kennedy family today wherever they are almighty god we thank thee for this inaugural the living 
historic witness to our faith in thee 
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historic witness to our faith in thee and to the choice and actions of a free people here at the capitol of our 
nation the very sight of which exalts our hearts and awakens thrilling memories of the preeminent men of our 
resplendent past we pray for thy blessings upon our beloved president the vice president and those 
associated with them in the sacred trust of leadership as lyndon baines johnson and hubert horatio 
humphrey each places his hand on the bible to take his oath of office let them know and let us feel that the 
hands of all of us join theirs in this symbolic a vowel that thou art supreme and thy holy word our eternal 
challenge we ask for no miracles beyond the miracle which is always with us if we will only use it the power 
of love to transform foes into friends slaves into free men the curse of war and poverty into the benediction of 
concord and plenty may this inauguration o lord mark the renewal of a people unafraid of the tasks of 
greatness a turning point in american history 
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a turning point in american history when we move closer to the realization of president johnson's dream of a 
better life for every citizen and of uniting with all who are dedicated to the continuance of humanity's 
immemorial heroic journey toward freedom and prosperity justice and peace on in another texan by adoption 
rabbi hyman judah shaktel that was he was born in london grew up in buffalo went to houston texas in 1943 
now serves congregation beth israel in houston he has known the president of the united states for 15 years 
the speaker of the house of representatives will now administer the oath of office to the vice president-elect 
[Music] raise your right hand do you solemnly swear that you will support and defend the constitution of the 
united states against all enemies foreign and domestic i hubert horatio humphrey do solemnly swear that i 
will support and defend the constitution of the united states against all enemies born and domestic that you 
will bear true faith in the legions to the same that i will bear true faith and allegiance to the same that you 
take this obligation freely i take this obligation freely without any mental 
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obligation freely without any mental reservation or purpose of evasion with without any mental reservation or 
purpose of evasion and that you will well and faithfully discharge the duties of the office on which you are 
about to enter and that i will well and faithfully discharge the duties of the office about which i am about to 
enter so help you god so help me god ladies and gentlemen the united states has a vice president of the 
united states for the first time in 14 months since the death of president kennedy the man who administered 
the oath of office speaker mccormick had been until that moment next in line for the presidency if anything 
had happened to president johnson senator jordan the reverend george r davis will now lead us in prayer 
please rise god of our fathers to whom persons are of supreme importance we lift up this day a man to be set 
apart in a special way in our love and prayers through this historic and exalting ceremony we lift him up as 
we do the vice president and their gracious families to thy strong health we commend them and all men and 
women in all areas and branches of our nation's life who share the terrible splendor of leadership and 
authority bless guard and keep thy servant lyndon baines johnson that he may prosper in the sacred task to 
which he had been called by the decisive will of the people and by divine providence we thank thee for his 
magnificently 
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we thank thee for his magnificently significant service to his nation and the world already written on history 
scroll for his gallantry and stability seen in times of greatest peril and in dire tragedy as well as in the daily 
routine of his never-ending duties we thank thee for his careful preparation for such a time as this by hard 
discipline and patient attention to details we thank thee for all of his skills in the political sciences and arts 
and for his insights into our ways of government we voice our gratitude to the giver of all good gifts to man to 


the president and the vice president continue thy help and to halt those whose judgments and loyalties they 
must be able to rely upon grant our president not to grow worry as he must remind us we are one people and 
that we are but one of many worthy nations and an inspiring family of nations for thus god of all the worlds 
our dreams our efforts and our sacrifices thou will redeem to give them universal meaning and purpose 
uphold him that he may encouraging us to be able increasingly to reason together to seek an essential 
consensus to live in our strange and wonderful diversity with stable unity uphold our presidential god as he 
leads us onward toward that great and desirable society of persons who seek real worth a society in which 
none shall live in fear because justice mercy and brotherhood will flourish in the earth thus we pray in the 
name of him who is the wonderful counselor the mighty god the everlasting father the prince of peace amen 
the reverend dr davis was pastor in wichita falls texas before coming to the national city christian church in 
washington four years ago as a member of that denomination the disciples of christ president johnson has 
attended dr david 
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washington to the president by the chief justice of the united states now the moment [Music] so [Music] but 
the remarkable note on the podium is that not a clerk of the supreme court but lady bird johnson is holding 
the bible on which the president will be sworn in i will faithfully execute the office of the presidency of the 
united states the office of the presidency of the united states and will to the best of your ability and will to the 
best of my ability preserve protect and defend preserve protect and defend the constitution of the united 
states the constitution of the united states so help you god my fellow countrymen on this occasion the oath 
together 
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we are one nation and one people our faith as a nation and our future as a people rests not upon one citizen 
but upon all citizens that is the majesty and the meaning of this moment for every generation there is a 
destiny for some history decides for this generation the choice must be our own even now a rocket moves 
toward mars it reminds us that that all who made the journey would share in the fruits of the land in a land of 
great wealth families must not live in hopeless poverty in a land rich in harvest children just must not go 
hungry in a land of healing miracles neighbors must not suffer and die untended in a great land of learning 
and scholars young people must be taught to read and write 
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for more than 30 years that i have served this nation i have believed that this injustice to our people that the 
world will not be the same for our children or even for ourselves in a short span of years they came here the 
exile and the stranger brave but frightened to find a place where a man could be his own man they made a 
covenant with this land conceived injustice written in liberty bound in union it was meant one day to inspire 
the hopes of all mankind and it binds us still if we keep its terms we shall flourish first justice was the 
promised waste of our resources was our real enemy for our 30 years or more with the resources i have had 
i have vigilantly fought against it i have learned and i know that it will not surrender easily but change has 
given us new weapons 
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but change has given us new weapons before this generation of americans is finished this enemy will not 
only retreat it will be conquered [Applause] justice requires us to remember when any citizen denies his 
fellow saying his color is not mine or his beliefs are strange and different in that moment he betrays america 
though his forebearers created this nation [Applause] liberty was the second article of our covenant it was 
self-government it was our bill of rights but it was more america would be a place where each man could be 
proud to be himself stretching his talents rejoicing in his work important in the life of his neighbors and his 
nation this has become more difficult in a world where change and growth 





in a world where change and growth seem to tower beyond the control and even the judgment of men we 
must work to provide the knowledge and the surroundings which can enlarge the possibilities of every citizen 
the american covenant called on us to help show the way for the liberation of man and that is today our goal 
thus if as a nation there is much outside our control as a people no stranger is outside our hope change has 
brought new meaning to that old mission we can never again stand aside prideful in isolation terrific dangers 
and troubles that we once called foreign now constantly live among us if american lives must end and 
american treasure be spilled in countries that we barely know then that is the price that change has 
demanded of conviction and of our enduring covenant think of our world as it looks from that rocket that's 
heading toward mars 
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heading toward mars it is like a child's globe hanging in space the continent stuck to its side like colored 
maps we are all fellow passengers on a dot of earth and each of us in the span of time has really only a 
moment among our companions how incredible it is that in this fragile existence we should hate and destroy 
one another there are possibilities enough for all who will abandon mastery over others to pursue mastery 
over nature there is world enough for all to seek their happiness in their own way and our nation's course is 
abundantly clear we aspire to nothing that belongs to others we seek no dominion over our fellow man but 
man's dominion over tyranny and myth but more is required men want to be part of a common enterprise 
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enterprise a cause greater than themselves and each of us must find a way to advance the purpose of the 
nation just find new purpose for ourselves without this we will simply become a nation of strangers the third 
article is union to those who were small and few against the wilderness the success of liberty demanded the 
strength of the union two centuries of change have made this through a game no longer need capitalist and 
worker farmer and clerk city and countryside struggle to divide our bounty by working shoulder to shoulder 
together we can increase the bounty of all we have discovered that every child who learns and every man 
who finds work and every sick body that's made whole like a camel added to an altar brightens the hope of 
all the faithful so let us reject any among us who seek to reopen old wounds and rekindle old hatreds they 
stand in the way 
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they stand in the way of a seeking nation let us now join reason to faith and action to experience to transform 
our unity of interest into a unity of purpose for the hour and the day and the time are here to achieve 
progress without strife to achieve change without hatred not without difference of opinion but without the 
deep and abiding divisions which scar the union for generations under this covenant of justice liberty and 
union we have become a nation prosperous great and mighty and we have kept our freedom but we have no 
promise from god that our greatness will endure we have been allowed by him to seek greatness with the 
sweat of our hands and the strength of our spirit i do not believe that the great society 
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i do not believe that the great society is the ordered changeless and sterile battalion of the ants it is the 
excitement of becoming always becoming trying probing falling resting and crying again but always trying 
and always [Applause] gaining in each generation with toil and tears we have had to earn our heritage again 
if we fail now then we will have forgotten in abundance what we learn in hardship that democracy rests on 
faith that freedom asks more than it gives and the judgment of god is harshest on those who are most 
favored if we succeed it will not be because of what we have but it will be because of what we are not 
because of what we own but rather because of what we believe 





are we are a nation of believers underneath the clamor of buildings and the rush of our day's pursuits we are 
believers in justice and liberty and union and in our own union we believe that every man must someday be 
free and we believe in ourselves and that is the mistake that our enemies have always made in my lifetime in 
depression and in war they have awaited our defeat each time from the secret places of the american heart 
came forth the faith that they could not see or that they could not even imagine and it brought us victory and 
it will again for this is what america is all about it is the uncrossed desert and the unclaimed ridge 
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it is the star that is not reached and the harvest [Applause] and to these trusted public servants and to my 
family and those close friends of mine who have followed me down a long winding road and to all the people 
of this union and the world i will repeat today what i said on that sorrowful day in november last year i will 
lead and i will do the best i can [Applause] but you you must look within your own hearts to the old promises 
and to the old dreams they will lead you best of all for myself i ask only in the words of an ancient leader give 
me now wisdom and knowledge that i may go out and come in before this people for who can judge this 
people that is so great 
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that is so great [Applause] time to open our mic [Applause] tell them to well the boy who came here is a 
skinny string bean and a secretary to a politician in 1932 now 33 years later is inaugurated as boss of the 
whole nation his speech was a restatement a little more lyrical than factual of his plan for the great society 
and that plan can be described as a bag full of unfinished business america's neglected in long years of 
concentration on foreign policy here's senator everett jordan we will now have the pleasure of hearing a 
special selection by one of the world's greatest choirs the mormon tabernacle choir conducted by richard p 
conde which will now sing for us this is my country [Music] is [Music] oh what difference is

and all nations believing or aspiring for freedom justice dignity and peace amen [Music] four years is going to 
be one of great friendship i don't think marlene that i've ever seen quite as gregarious and individual he loves 
to talk to everybody and he wants to see everybody 





[Music] i think they'd like to be reviewed and when the president gets back to his seat perhaps they'll talk and 
march again [Music] there was some concern about whether the people participating in the march would be 
warmly enough dress but i don't think anybody needs to worry today president johnson is now saying hello to 
margaret truman and her husband clinton daniel daniels in the new york times tiger truman looks very radiant 
in a dark coat and a white hat standing up and exchanging a few words i think her father was very 
disappointed not to be here he was the one former president that was going to come and had to cancel out 
his position health yes advise that he stay home we're not going to go on talking about the weather all day 
but we've got to say once again that we're very very lucky indeed all week we had been sitting here over 
pennsylvania avenue looking at the skies and watching the work when clean snow off the top of the stands 
and a great many of us myself included i have to admit said that we felt snow in our bones i'm glad we were 
wrong president not greeting mayor richard daley of chicago and his wife and working on down the line 
exchanging to gain a few words [Music] stands are quite filled up in this vicinity now earlier it was a little 
sparse but now everybody's ready to see the big show [Music] we'll return in a moment to inauguration 65 
after message from the purex corporation [Music] 
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there is a gorgeous view all the way down pennsylvania avenue from where we sit here arriving governor 
connolly of texas and mrs texas probably president johnson's very closest friends who are staying this 
marvelous day at the white house in the lincoln suite i think the governor's wife are going to be in the 
presidential box too as soon as they arrive this is the shot of pennsylvania avenue again just in front of the 
presidential there's dr billy graham who attended and conducted portions of the church service the president 
johnson attended this morning [Music] one of the things we won't be seeing this afternoon peter is 
representatives of the women's division of the military the wax and waves i'm sorry to say have been 
eliminated from this parade [Music] billy graham's watching things with interest now apparently my very 
capable director has just informed me that i've identified mrs connolly as mrs texas he's a beautiful woman 
well she is the first lady of the state now that the johnsons have moved to the white house so there is 
governor texas and this is connelly now we've evened it up blowing kisses to the crowd as they proceed 
down pennsylvania avenue you can see they're not moving very quickly and i for one am wondering just how 
long this parade is going to be held up as i crane my neck up here we go it's as long as it's going to be held 
up president's back in his box and down pennsylvania avenue comes the southwest texas state college 
contingent and the band 





foreign the girls are wearing tights in case anyone is so worried about their legs being cold they took the 
advice of mrs freeman [Music] there's the proof they were clapping in time to the music in the president's box 
now they're giving them a hand these girls dressed in red and white beautiful costumes this is a big moment 
for them [Music] well i would say marlene that that particular contingent went all the way and turning this 
occasion into a warm festive really happy one up till now of course we have been involved in what is a very 
important and in some respects a very somber summit ceremony but now it's time for everybody to have fun 
and as president johnson relaxes in his presidential booth we meet the us military academy [Music] 
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they're all standing in the presidential box to see this go by the cadets from west point you will notice in that 
contingent no bayonets rifles are all on bayonetta that's a correct phrase another part of the security 
precautions exhibit of the day for this inauguration parade [Music] people along the route are being kept 
posted on the units by a loudspeaker system west point colors [Music] this okay has started [Music] now 
foreign johnson mrs johnson vice president humphrey greet the u.s naval academy 





their famous theme song anchors away [Music] the leader of the band is participating in his fourth inaugural 
parade 72 pieces in this man the president and vice president have now been joined for a review of the 
military academies on the ban on the presidential stand by secretary vance and mrs mcnamara [Music] as 
the presidential inauguration parade passes by the u.s naval academy we will continue abc's inauguration 
coverage after a pause for station identification kate smith plays hostess at the hollywood palace to ben blue 
trinity lopez mortzal on the london dance team of desmond and mark saturday night on abc [Music]

and uh in his hand a microphone we're going to try to talk with him a moment as he passes by here governor 
connolly can you hear me governor connolly there is no one as close to lyndon baines johnson as you are 
this is his great day how is it affecting you is it your 
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how is it affecting you is it your greatest day also obviously today governor connolly you've known lyndon 
johnson longer than anyone else has he changed any at all since he has become president governor 
connolly no one ever looks at you in a parade i'm quite certain that they don't remember a day back in 
november of 1963 are you apprehensive when you ride in a parade at an open car as you were doing today 
to hide in the shell you have to go on and do what you know you want to do and what you should do and 
what's expected of you and that's about all you can do governor connolly are you going to join the president 
when you reach the reviewing stand there yes we anticipate that we will thank you very much for taking time 
during the parade governor connolly you're very kind governor connolly moving up to the pennsylvania side 
that will lead to the 
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pennsylvania side that will lead to the reviewing stand still waving to the crowd the big smile on his face his 
lovely wife nelly seated as he is standing in the car and as he turned our particular corner here particularly 
texans in this area because they have they have set up in the hotel across the way to have what they call 
parade viewing parties and particularly did they give him a big round of applause when he passed this 
particular vantage point still smiling all the while about to make that turn that would lead him down to 1600 
pennsylvania avenue the most famous address known speaking of that address let's go back to the abc 


anchor booth at the white house and we'll return to inauguration 65 after a message from the purex 
corporation sunshine brought to you by b-r-i-double | oh my brillo spill shine the merchant marine academy is 
going by right now [Music] these are a smart looking young group and uh i think the president is giving them 
his undivided attention at the moment he stopped talking for just a few minutes anyway we're still in the first 
division of this parade there are six divisions to come [Music] 
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[Music] army field band and now the 82nd airborne division [Music] this is a famous division and hats are 
being removed in the stands all along the way as they pass by and they're getting a big hand gained a large 
measure of their fame in world war ii where they fought valiantly in defense of europe and their own were 
particularly active in 1944 the invasion and later the reclaiming of the netherlands from the germans governor 
connolly is coming on signifying the beginning of the non-military section of the parade the civilian floats will 
be coming by from the various states this year the states have been carefully restricted as to how much they 
could enter one float one marching unit one band and one governor that gentleman you just saw and see 
again is baton langton abc's correspondent in flash unit number one there is governor colony connolly 
another of abc's correspondents they're getting out of the car trying to enter the stand from this side governor 
connolly congratulating the university of texas longhorn band mrs johnson's alma mater they're dressed in a 
brilliant orange and white let's listen to them 
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president johnson looking on and there it is texas the eyes of texas in this case are literally upon us and look 
there's a real river of water in there that beagle wagging his tail pattern alleys river the star of texas the Ibj 
texas ranch and leading the way [Music] him this that band was one of the most typical looking of its state all 
in wide-brimmed cowboy hats very smart and they're the president's looking on now to give the vice 
president state a little bit of his attention minnesota is next [Music] we got some minnesota fans pretty close 
by governor of minnesota has just passed by which means band can't be far behind we're very pleased to 
report incidentally as you may or may not have heard before that john connolly has fully recovered from that 
day november 22nd when he received a bullet wound he still has some stiffness in his right wrist nothing 
affects his smile as you can see and he's a very handsome man now there comes that woman's approach 
again well one track mime 
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there's a slight lull in the parade now in fact there's the law occurring now which we anticipated would occur 
when president johnson first arrived at the presidential reviewing stand and you guessed it the president has 
taken this opportunity to go and meet some more friends he's now talking to i can see correctly mr hadley 
stevenson the u.s ambassador to the united nations introducing governor connolly to some of the other 
people in the stands mostly cabinet members in that section i believe peter i wonder who's taking care of the 
shop on the left slightly involved man yes [Music] one thing about mr ruski is easy to pick out in a crowd he's 
not wearing his hat wonder what's happening to colonel the colonel in charge of this parade die he promised 
this wouldn't happen ray lavano i can tell you where he is he's a third in constitution chewing his nails 
radically now we can hear the music something will be coming along soon the appearance of secretary's 
russian mcnamara prompts one to to note it has been noted previously but i think it's worth remembering 
again that there's going to be no display of military hardware in this year parade and there have been fewer 
troops there will be fewer troops than in any past inaugural parade publicly the inaugural committee said that 
the military hardware the tanks the mortars the rockets the endless lines of the parade of troops made the 
parade too static but privately some of the committee members felt and i entirely concur with them that some 
past inaugural parades look a little like mayday parades and if we're to talk about the great society and if our 
parade is to be above the great society what better keynote could we choose than peace here comes 
minnesota university of minnesota marching band campaign well they're making them like the now vice 
president humphrey their first appearance at an inauguration their first 





at an inauguration their first appearance in this official capacity and with them with them as you're about to 
hear with the university of minnesota marching band comes naturally their college pepson the minnesota 
rouser george meaney president af of Icio looking on theme of their float accent on brain power they have a 
good example in our new vice president [Music] oh [Music] oh [Music] what's up [Music] so 
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[Music] accent on brain power and it says minnesota proudly presents proudly gives the nation its vice 
president hubert humphrey now as we proceed the district of columbia we find an elite car the president of 
the district of columbia and just prior to that the minnesota national guard man directly believes minnesota 
had no marching unit as such just bans and float looking on having played an enormous part in the 
inauguration samaritan ammonia key part now standing down in favor of a sense of hubert humphrey looking 
on at this inauguration parade this is the saint john's college military high school band which has marched in 
every single inauguration parade since 1917 except one and that was 1961. district of columbia always 
marches in this position even though the order was changed for everyone else they are the host and that's 
why they come up third [Music] i think probably marley what's most particularly important about the dc 
contingent this year is that this is the first time the district of columbia has ever voted for a president first time 
in 100 years [Music] 
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now we have the an rotc unit joint army air force reserve officer training corps cadet contingent from howard 
university in washington d.c [Music] they're marching very smartly they won an award as a matter of fact 
they're marching at the world's fair earlier rather at the end of 1964. there you see the district of columbia's 
float district in columbia the float represents the district's desire for complete home rule and it's expressed if 
you can imagine in 400 yards of white velveteen and the young ladies on the front don't really need to be too 
aptly described they're wearing beautiful red robes i could also say home rule now it looks rather like a 
protest i'm sure it's not there's a lot of tinsel in those gold medals and now an integral part of american life 
even now and will continue to be so the indian floats and they look wonderful on those horses and now we 
have them these are real indians beautifully dressed feathers blue and white all kinds of colors in their outfits 
45 mr adelaide stevenson looking on the us ambassador to the united nations and there's a another of those 
beaming faces which are not put on but very automatic he's enjoying that indian flow too it's got a there's an 
indian sitting there looming a rug and i don't know how much work she got done on this parade she had the 
opportunity here's another one which represents the great heritage of the indians various views of the 
traditional indian contributions to art and culture there's mr rusk also mustering a very easy smile well the 
indians are really well represented in this parade 





represented in this parade well they speak of great heritage and of course they also speak of great progress 
a lady in a canoe too vacation land this of course represents the various phases of development in indian life 
in modern america industry conservation and vacation labs see douglas dillon now we have indians riding in 
jeeps i think they look a little bit better on the horses earlier but uh red white and blue jeeps well they're all 
dressed well according to their original tribal customs and they're extremely colorful the colors range from 
violent shocking pinks to deep blues feathers galore and now as mr mcnamara looks on we have a war 
dance i'm not sure if that's particularly oh that's very impressive looking let's take a good look at these 
indians dressed up as war birds of some kind very ferocious looking [Music] one is a little bit un untamed 
there on the back some people following them some people have been heard to comment that the horses in 
today's parade are going to get better treatment than the humans there are a number of horse ambulances 
set up at various points in the route particularly in case we had had a cold day the horses would have had 
little trouble with their tendons and some of their legs as well we'll return to inauguration 65 in a moment after 
this message from purex 
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[Music] now the parade continues with delaware delaware is now officially first in the parade after the the 
president the vice president and the host state of washington dc because they were first the first state to 
enter the union in 1787. the opening marching contingent the oldest in the unit delaware national guard 
which goes way back to around 1776 are dressed in the revolutionary constant and when we talk of parade 
today we talk of course of tribute and parade of history and a number of other phrases which on initial 
thoughts seem a little out of place but when you look from where we are and you turn around and look down 
at the parade you realize how absolutely true it is because the costumes the uniforms which are represented 
here both of the military units even as far as the eagle scouts are concerned as they stand before us 
governor williams just passed by now cardinal high school philadelphia coming up cardinal dougherty high 
school [Music] with the present time 
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[Music] so [Music] number is [Music] please this is we've been talking about the johnson relatives all day and 
the humphrey relatives will have governor hughes that brought his whole family from stratton new jersey to 
appear in this parade it might well have run up to the johnson but they've got eight sons and two daughters 
new jersey float won the prize given out last year for the best floats i'm sure they'll come up with something 
interesting again this year this is the rutgers university rotc marshing unit and we'll listen to them [Music] 





once again a colonial color guard just this time in pre-revolutionary jersey blue military uniforms we've come 
a long way in our quest and our search as we still do search for the great society and one of the ways in 
which i think we've progressed probably faster than any other and some people think too fast is in the field of 
communications the new jersey float welcomes and salutes the field of communications with their satellites 
and their ancient telephones and this float by the way was donated by the communications workers of 
america we've got a moving thing on top there interested spectators [Music] georgia and i'm really looking 
forward to the georgia float coming up well although lyndon johnson launched the state of georgia he's got 
one of his closest friends certainly in the south and governor carl sanders in georgia handsome articulate he 
went right down the line for johnson and he's not related to me by the way well if he's handsome and 
articulate if you maintain your same level of conversation i think you'd like to be well i do think though that 
texas and the georgia governors represent our most attractive men in that office we see a lot of uh penance 
at the beginning of parades and that one from dalton georgia which you just saw pass off the right of your 
screen is rather original they carry us their pen and a roll of carpet [Music] um [Music] 





[Music] the dalton high school band in dalton georgia this is justice william douglas i think we identified him 
as one of his um we identified him as justice clark i'm sure that you won't mind no oh this is a smart looking 
fan this is the georgia military academy and they're the largest military prep school in the country and as you 
can see like all the units they dip their pennants there's the dixie flag and there is president johnson there's 
the whistle stop train that george has decided to contribute as its float you were on that marlene i sure was 
and uh i'm anxious to see it there it comes down the track so to speak flashing its light there's everett dirksen 
looking on he made some very marvelous comments earlier today as the number of republicans and it's 
indicative of the unanimity that exists non-partisan approach for this great day well i tell you something about 
this train uh this looks more like something that made out of candy than the one we were on with all its 
stripes and colors and there are the girls waving from the windows actually they are johnson president 
johnson and these were called the southern belles that came along and rescinded their hospitality to people 
along the way and to the reporters who went on that very fine trip through the south we can catch a glimpse 


of the rear car where mrs johnson spent much of her time for her press secretary liz carpenter's daughter is 
one of the young ladies who is portraying mrs johnson on this and daughter lindeberg is portraying liz 
johnson 
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is portraying liz johnson [Music] we'll continue inauguration 65 after this message inauguration 65 is being

something to do with a great society and i think if we look hard enough we can justify almost uh all of them 
on those grounds well connecticut boasts that they carry the biggest time in the world on their float marlin but 
it won't buy anything made of tin foil [Music] governor john vaughey the republican governor from 
massachusetts he effectively blasted through that great democratic tide last november in a normally 
democratic state president johnson applauds him as well speaking of people who should be applauded we 
welcome back to our booth howard k smith nice to have you again trouble getting here howard and ed 
morgan just came in the door too and made their way finally down from the capitol well massachusetts first 
entered this union back in 1788. bay state well the old colony as it's often referred to means in indian large 
hill place and uh they're represented by [Music] 
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[Music] the crusaders drum and bugle corps from boston i thought at one point in fact we've been told 
emphatically marlene that the fans weren't trying to play when they came by president johnson the first one 
that has i'm glad they changed their minds i've been enjoying the music i don't know about you [Music] it 
looks to be an all brass band it might have been quite noisy if it had been flying aside from the drums we

to a decision on what to enter i could picture them arguing in smoke-filled rooms endlessly but they said they 
decided to ask commercial artists free of charge to volunteer designs and that's how they finally did it which 
was probably a good idea well maryland entered the union in 1788 and they represented their marching unit 
at least by the leonard hall naval school cadets from leonardtown maryland and their uniforms are styled 
closely after annapolis uniforms [Music] these are of course the colonial uniforms and the palais the pace of 
their march is rather colonial at the moment too 
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rather colonial at the moment too the minutemen of course is the representation of that particular uniform 
and they carry the early muskets there are a number of great collections of early muskets in the country and 
there's a good one right there of early firearms that have been kept and taken care of in fact with loving care 
[Music] this group seems to have a representation of a little more elderly men participating the car you see is 
that j miller tawes governor of maryland this is the second term that governor todd has had the democratic 
governor for maryland with a very gracious foul and a wave this is still stands as president johnson applauds 
her the governor relaxes a little quicker this is the leonard hall naval school cadets and the marching unit is 


the north high from hagerstown maryland [Music] secretary the interior utah looks on and now leonard hall 
junior naval academy from leonardson maryland all you people in maryland i promise you we'll get you in 
these uniforms you can see very closely are the model after the inaudible ones 
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[Music] one thing we don't get from up here is a view of how short those young gentlemen are but many of 
them appear to be just about five feet at the most [Music] flag of north carolina directions south carolina and 
the governor donald russell i spent a little time with mrs russell on the whistle stop tour we shall return in just 
a moment with our inauguration 65 after a message from the purex corporation how far can you stretch a 
penny these days we're back on pennsylvania avenue with the inauguration parade 1965 as the people of 
america pass in honor and in tribute to president johnson we're way way up high passing beneath us as we 
go down now to i guess just about my favorite winter pastime arlene i don't know about you new hampshire 
the heart of some of the most beautiful skiing in the eastern u.s they probably thought they'd be the most 
comfortable uh comfortably dressed in the parade all bundled up in their ski outfits as it turned out the 
temperatures in the 40s so i guess you just can't plan these 
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40s so i guess you just can't plan these things we just heard from the washington police a few moments ago 
and they inform us that close to a million people are lining this route from capitol hill to here at the white 
house and it would be most indicative that y'all come spirit of president lyndon johnson has certainly worked 
this afternoon in fact it works so effectively in the household in the white house itself that is that lucy marlene 
i think or linda bird is having to sleep on a cut while three of her friends from texas take over her bedroom i'm 
not sure how much she approves of her father's inviting all these people and throwing her out of her bed well 
she lucy invited some of these people herself so she can't blame her father linda bird has five friends and 
lucy's i guess i don't know whether i should call him a fiancee she's pinned to him but she's a little young to 
have a fiancee no dirty rumors come on but anyway he's uh arriving and uh i guess you have to have your 
date stay at the white house if if you're in the first family otherwise getting in and out of the place is sucha 
problem they will be house guests there i think about the funniest incidents and i'm sure bill won't object if i 
relate it to you but the security has been so strict here that we've had a great deal of difficulty getting 
anywhere at times and bill lawrence and john scally two of our most noted correspondents here in 
washington were allowed under the white house grounds yesterday with their white house passes to go to 
the press room but they couldn't go anywhere else and i guess that's about the first time that bill has ever 
been held up seriously at the white house gate president johnson is off again to welcome and bring greetings 
to more of his friends and colleagues who sit with him in the presidential stand this afternoon actually he's 
been very attentive to the parade as the units have been going by he's really even giving them a hand he 
and the vice president have been having a wonderful time [Music] and the marines are coming [Music] you 
probably hear a voice in the background 





background from us in fact you may hear a great deal of voices in the background there's nicholas 
katzenbach right acting attorney we're now just about to get into the third division of today's parade which 
means that as they pass by we get the first banned 71 members the marine corps ceremonial battalions let's 
listen anchors away no correction the halls of montezuma as the u.s marine corps marches by president 
johnson welcomes to his presidential box sergeant shriver and his family very attractive children and they 
certainly can't complain about the view from the parade from that vantage point [Music] there's one of the 
shriver children right there who suddenly just appeared behind the president appeared almost to tap him on 
the back and say hi she said y'all come so i'm here [Music] there's his daughter girls don't want to be left out 
even if they've been left out of the parade [Music]

[Music] from the neighboring state of virginia governor albertus harrison mrs harrison paying tribute to the 
president governor harrison is uh after re-election this year and what better way to get a look at everybody 
and everybody have a look at him is an inauguration parade another military ban goes by very handsome red 
and blue uniforms vpi regimental band virginia polytechnic institute formations have been perfect straight 
lines all the way [Music] this is the richmond light infantry blues they're part of the virginia national guard and 
their founding goes back to route 1789 and the blues have worn a great many uniforms since then all they've 
been in service in every war since 1812. part of the great society is its emphasis on the arts and virginia i 
believe is the first float in the parade to give homage to the arts that's an art mobile a gallery on wheels that 
goes through the state well here's smiling affable nelson rockefeller governor of new york and happy 
rockefeller his wife waving not only to the president but for everybody he may be running for office again 
soon who knows well indeed and governor acapella surveying a parade route that he tried twice to take 
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he tried twice to take no that was not governor nelson rockefeller but the president may have been thinking 
about him [Music] what we're seeing here the green sabers drum and bugle core making its second 
appearance at a presidential inaugural parade they're from schuler building [Music] instead of schoolerville 
there goes two weeks practice right down the drain i'm sure they'll forgive you new york state who boasts 
itself as capital of the world by the way peter this is the only float that's been given permission to show all the 
flags of the united nations and of course new york is the home of u.n it's got moving gears and here margaret 
truman daniel is looking on with the president she's a resident of new york at this point truman is greeting 
dan moore the governor of north carolina who was just elected last november he gave lyndon johnson the 
best not the greatest 
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lyndon johnson the best not the greatest support in the world but he uh managed to walk that middle road 
between the liberals and the conservatives in north carolina and he literally got to the other side we shall 
return to inauguration 65 in a moment after this message from purex [Music] there's one of those great views 
for which this capital of ours is so very famous capitol hill from the other end pennsylvania avenue where we 
sit at the white house that y'all spirit we've been referring to for the last little while has gripped so many 
people in the city that they've over invited to just about everything i know that the young democrats had quite 
a ball here at the uh mayflower hotel last night and they uh set up 30 000 invitations and uh hated to tell their 
guests that the mayflower ballroom holds 3 000 people so it was a bit crowded to say the least honey one of 
the uh sounds that you're not hearing today not that you could hear it over the sound of the bands is the 
sound of birds the birds have been banished uh the trees along the route have been bird-proofed and i 
understand no starling will dare come near the vicinity for at least a year you know marlene in the uh early 
stages of the inauguration preparation when things were really getting going there was some feeling one way 
or the other about president johnson wearing a business suit today and there were those traditionalists who 
said he should wear a morning coat and those of course who supported him and nobody's quarreling with

fifth avenue and there here it is the model t promotes the idea of outdating leukemia which stresses the 
progress made in treating the disease and health and welfare an important part of our great society what i 
was going to say there is that those people who felt that morning coasts were really in order i think would 
agree now that the whole day has been so relaxed uh so friendly and informal that uh the business suit of the 
president looks so absolutely totally in place i doubt that that's going to satisfy the tailors but i'm sure 
everybody watching has i will agree with you it has been fun this parade well i hope the tailors are enjoying 
themselves anyway we have another of those no i was going to say the johnson family is mrs johnson 


particularly is playing down close she's not terribly uh concerned with her her wardrobe she is more 
interested in being a woman doer we should see a slight de-emphasis on clothing in the white house in the 
next few years president johnson talking to margaret truman your husband in the presidential box as we look 
down pennsylvania avenue once again that camera position of ours in which you see that particular shot 
incidentally is what we call our lamp post position and it's stuck way out over the street hanging on a lamp 
post and we put a very brave camera around there that swings back and forth in the official fire during the 
state governor the honorable see some baton twirlers coming up the street the leaders of these marching 
units have really been terrific i'm sure each state has sent its best now he's still a bit far off but i think 
marlene if i can see properly from here that's philip hoff the governor the democratic governor of vermont 
waving to his friends and to his supporters 





this parade has been very well coordinated actually we had visions of the wrong governor getting in front of 
the wrong state unit it is governor philip m hoff of vermont the state for which president johnson carries the 
rare distinction of being the only democrat in history to carry that state and as a friendly exchange governor 
hoff has his wife with him the president's applauding back he's been returning the applause of the governors 
governor hoff was a very young man evidently now approaching the grandstand area the high school band 
from junior vermont is making its first appearance big treat for some high school students who are marching 
in the band that's coming live in october [Music] just a few moments howard k smith and edward p morgan 
are going to come and sit in for marlene and i when we go downstairs and there's a little green room that 
we'll tell you a little later on that abc has here so howard ned will sit in and we will continue abc's 
inauguration coverage after this foster station identification [Music] from washington dc abc news is bringing 
you inauguration 65 a complete report and commentary on the inauguration of lyndon baines johnson as the

and edward p morgan at the white house the last state delegation to pass was probably one that president 
johnson most grateful for of all was the state of vermont which in 175 years had never voted for a democratic 
president but did it for him now this is the state of kentucky down here the state of kentucky is uh is uh 
producing its best and fairest and um we are watching kentucky come up here with the girls the drum 
majorettes and the drum major preceding them it's the true pretty little girls the truth the truth be known hard 
we're really just getting our breath after making a parade route of our own behind the main parade to get 
from the abc booth at the capitol to the one up here at the white house where uh our two colleagues have 
been holding the president's expression is vastly different from what it was this morning it was thoughtful and 
today this afternoon it is gay as can be we have a bulletin lord morin returned to the bedside of sir winston 
churchill in london it was the elderly doctor's third visit of today what uh you were seeing there on the 





what uh you were seeing there on the camera is a shot of the president of the united states munching what 
we are told are hot hors d'oeuvres they're being sold not sold but served to some of the white house press 
across the road no discrimination necessarily intended but we just have ordinary baloney sandwiches up 
here in the booth well tennessee's paraders are coming by the president now the state flag the state banners 
passing in front of him while he's munching and there in the car is governor frank clement who was a the 
governor some time ago who made the keynote speech in the democratic convention of what 1956 1956 in 
which he said how long how long america and what he really said there howard to make a little sense 
although the phrase may not remain in history was how long america must we look down the long green 


fairways of indifference before eisenhower's predilection to the golf course this is an unusually handsome 
row of drum majorettes i don't know how they do it how they successfully resist the cold one wonders what 
the real efficacy is of this part of our american folklore the training of drum major ads what do they grow up to 
be what is the efficacy of a good time the rotc marching unit from tennessee a i university known as the tiger 
jets university of tennessee's band making its second inaugural appearance first time was in 1953 for 
president dwight d eisenhower the float which is coming into view off there in the distance has a great big 
scholars cap on it a graduation cap the 
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scholars cap on it a graduation cap the state seal on top of it it's a mortar board alongside two books the 
titles education and pathway to the future a sentiment that president johnson would most surely agree with 
not to mention the state chamber of commerce motto abundant tennessee [Music] coming up next is the 
contingent from the state of ohio tennessee just now passing actually having passed the presidential review 
the governor of ohio and the senator senior senator frank lauschi former governor standing up in the car to 
give the salutes to the president president johnson still punching eating applauding those hands which were 
so sore they were swollen the last time i saw him just before christmas from shaking hands are going to be 
sore and swollen from applauding for three hours here today now this is the louisiana part of the parade this 
reporter comes from the sovereign state of louisiana as it is euphemistically called in fact it is not sovereign 
the band is the ouachita parish high school band the school that this reporter went to as a chai as a boy it's 
monroe louisiana senator dickson is looking over the parade route now he wanted to be an actor when he 
started out his career and in some respects he has fulfilled that wish being one of the dramatic actors of the 
united states congress first the house and now minority leader in the senate this is silly 
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there the vice president not elect anymore but the vice president in residence of the united states the first 
time we've had a living vice president since november 22 1963. [Music] howard i can fully well sympathize 
with your loyalty to the state of louisiana but apparently before we get to the proper we've still got some 
beautiful ohio contingents that are just going past what in the world is this [Music] we have a report the army 
command post advises that this parade will definitely conclude before dark colonel ray levan who's in charge 
said that he would do that and uh this is the governor this is the governor of louisiana the governor of the 
state of louisiana mckitten and there's the washita parish high school band from my alma mater which we 
were talking about a short while ago and i thought i had talked about prematurely louisiana in all fairness i 
think that they should turn and salute you after saluting the president howard i don't think i could get a visa to 
get back in ed [Music] there's no louisiana float monroe's up in the northern part of louisiana ouachita is a 
river which rises in fact in arkansas but reaches its greatest breadth there in north louisiana there's the 
president behind that glass we've heard so much about and talked so much about this is his day and he's 
enjoying it rather it's partly his day it's also hubert humphrey's day and in a way i 
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hubert humphrey's day and in a way i would wager that hubert humphrey is the happiest man present in any 
of these ceremonies now the there is a a lull in the parade as the governor of indiana is approaching there's 
no lull as far as the governor himself is concerned governor roger branigan who succeeds governor welch of 
the same democratic affiliation but it was a near thing supposedly that was one of the doubtful states but 
thanks partly to the firm coattails of lbj governor brannigan came in he's described himself the governor has 
as being comfortably located in the political philosophy of lyndon b johnson there the president is turning to 
[Music] behind him there is jack valenti his aide one of the most dapper sartorially turned out men in the 
white house staff the president now moved away from his main box to see other guests in this white house 
reviewing stand there's billy graham behind him if we are being redundant howard smith and i you'll forgive 
us a little because we have not seen this this procedure but we are informed that the president has made a 


habit of uh getting up from his seat and going out into the wings and up into the other tiers to greet his guests 
[Music] a long time ago a couple wrote a book about middletown a study of a sociological study of america in 
the 1930s and this town was really 
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in the 1930s and this town was really muncie indiana and muncie indiana's college is the one which is now 
demonstrating there in front of the president right now you see the two drum majorettes and scarlet spangled 
uniforms playing hello dolly which in fact has been re-christened for political purposes hello lyndon this is the 
first band today to play that by the way during the convention you couldn't stop them but this is our first the 
first time we've heard it today demonstrations like this that make the manufacturers of musical instruments 
rub their hands in enthusiasm and gratitude [Music] this is not the first time i'm sure that yankee doodle 
dandy's been heard today i've heard it twice in just a few minutes and here come i believe the black horse 
troop of culver military academy [Music] cover students riding those horses that's rare to see in a parade 
these days [Music] the two parades going on one parade in front of the president the other one is his parade 
he's parading in the stands no pair of hands will remain unshaken if he can help it that's willow edwards the 
secretary of labor he was talking to there from chicago a man with whom he's established very close and 
friendly relations and on whom 
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close and friendly relations and on whom he defends heavily he wrote a good deal of his speeches during 
the campaign as he did for adlai stevenson in 52 and 56 the secretary of state dean rusk is peeking out from 
behind that pillar the president is talking to him with that typical four-finger gesture of the man from texas the 
uh his chief of the white house secret service detail rufus [Music] parade in the stands continues while the 
presidential parade in front of the stands goes on president just passed beneath his own seal the seal of the 
president he's returning now to his uh his place there where he will see a little more of the parade i think that 
mississippi is the next delegation to pass by mississippi governor paul johnson was supposed to be in that 
car but i think he turned down the honor yes it just says mississippi it doesn't say the governor of mississippi 
on the car the mississippi was carried by goldwater stronger than lyndon johnson carried any state in the 
union better than 87 percent of the vote we'll return to inauguration 65 after a message from the purex 
corporation the contingents from the state of mississippi which went republican in 1964 november are still 
passing the reviewing stand the president has resumed his post behind the bulletproof glass little good it 
would do him really because he has been all over that stand 
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has been all over that stand this afternoon there goes the float in the space age from the state of mississippi 
many of the space installations uh the space administration installations are being put in mississippi howard 
yet there's governor otto kerner of illinois a man who was certainly carried into office by the johnson landslide 
he was not favored to defeat charles percy but he did and largely thanks to the facebook that president 
johnson got the president returned briefly his wave and then looked the other way to carry on his own Ibj 
parade which raises the question of what happens to charles percy a defeated but attractive youthful 
republican candidate he may come back along with robert taft jr there's the president and mrs johnson just 
darting in there on the left of the screen secretary wurtz saying goodbye to vice president humphrey [Music] 
the secretary of agriculture mrs humphrey all these people the proteges of hubert humphrey eugene 
mccarthy was orville freeman was now the new senator is so hubert humphrey really has quite a following in 
washington dc and high position we've got something coming up here in the livestock situation this is orville 
freeman there the handsome lady who was in profile now facing the camera one of our more meaningless 
remarks today was regarding the beagle in the white house but here is something called omar a saint 
bernard dog who has paced the band of the chicago fire department for four years it wasn't possible to see 
whether he had brandy under his chin or not 
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he had a hat on his head a texas hat the band is the chicago fire department's band 120 members and the 
effects include a siren we need not tell you bells and fire extinguishers chicago's mayor dick daley was one 
of the very first his robust chiefs shining like the sun one of the very first dignitaries to arrive at the capitol this 
morning for the ceremonies along with his wife who was wearing a blue bonnet yeah notice the cuffs of 
smoke coming up from behind the f in that fires back there the camera was on them they'll come right into 
the camera again happily innocuous puffs of smoke in this case where there's smoke there's not necessarily 
this looks like the a temple of the shriners medina temple of the shriners of chicago in the state of illinois the 
commander rides a white horse and all the others are mounted on black steels went for parades and 
television cowboy programs we wouldn't have any use for horses anymore
